Mystaogogia Reflection 

When I decided last summer to leave 
behind the Episcopal Church and follow my 
brother Larry's footsteps into the Catholic 
Church, I thought I pretty much knew what I 
was getting into. After all, the liturgies of 
the two churches appeared to be quite similar. 
During the months of preparation in the 
RCIA program I discovered that there is more 
depth to the Catholic Church than I had 
imagined. I enjoyed studying church history 
and felt honored to be drawn into a church that 
has survived 2,000 years. And I especially 
loved learning about the Sacraments and the 
rich symbolism of the liturgy. 

But nothing could have prepared me for the 
experience of the Sacraments of Reconciliation, 
Confirmation, and first Holy Eucharist. During 
Easter Vigil, Fr. Mark said something about the 
power of that holy night to dispel darkness, 
wash away guilt, and restore lost innocence and 
joy. I sensed those very things were happening 
in my own heart and that my life would never 
again be toe same. And I knew I was right 
where God wanted me to be.
